FRED MARSDEN DEAD.

The Well-Enown Playwright Found
Lifeless in His Room,

Apparently He Committed Sul.
cide Through Ill-Health,

The Chluks In the Ream nll Staffed Up and
the Gan Torned on ot Full wsplit=Hia
Death Discovered at 10.80 0'Clock This
Merning and Onpts Hooker Telographs
It to Pellen Headquartors MHeours Aftar.

Frederick Marsden, the playwright, was
found dead in his bedroom this morning, ot
818 West Oune Hundred and Twenly-mxth
street, his bowme, and sppearances lend to the
belief that he committed suicide.

At 10,80 o'clock he bad not yet left his
chamber, and an inmate of the house went ta
arouse him, The door was looked and no
answer came to repeated knoeking,

The keyholo had been stufled from the in-
side. The odor of illnminating gas was very
apparent near the door and ges seemed to be
sscaping fram thie room through the orevices,
The family became alarmed and it was de-
termined to foreo the door.

Mre, Marsden sent for John A. Harrington,
of 250 West One Hundred and Twenty-third
stroot, and Genrge W. Wilton, of 142 Wem
Oue Hundred umf Twonty-fo urth street, and
an entrance imto the room was effected,

The room was filled with gns, which
whistled up through tha buruer, which was
wido open. Omne of th n ce‘nlnmnn threw
open A window, and when the stmosphere
had bocome endunbla thoy looked nbout the

room.

Mr. Marsden lay dead om the bed. He had
died of ssphixiation. ‘That his death was in-
tentional was sp Jaunl from tho faot that thu
utmost oare been taken to stop o
apertures through which any fresh air m&llhl
gain nocesy to the room.
